I was not without provocation to 
an opposite course from the one which I pur- 
sued. You addressed me letters in private, 


‘still more lately I have learned of your stigma- 
tizing the Pacific in the use of the very same 
offensive phrase which I have since heard you 


apply to the Sun. Still I neither attacked 


you myself, nor published anything from others 


against your sentiments and course, until a few 
weeks since “Alpha” furnished a communica- 


tion reviewing your letter to the Sun in refer- 
ence to the Presbyterian Church and Henry 


Ward Beecher. Nor did I, or, so far as I 


know or have reason to believe, any other 
clergyman send on any public statement to the 
East concerning our local matters, or think of 
doing such a thing until after you had com- 
municated to me in writing your purpose of 
doing so yourself. We were willing to do our 


} duty and let the impression abroad take care 
of itself. You must have forgotten the fact 
- which I mention when you stated in the Bulletin 


the other evening, as a reason for writing to 
the East, that other ministers had doneso. In 
the only letter which I wrote, and which was 
published in the New York Evangelist, I did 
not intend that any reference to your name 
should be published, as I have already publicly 
explained. bat reference, however, contain- 
ed no more serious charge than that you 

‘differed ‘from nearly all of your brethren 
upon the subject of our local affairs, and 
that you had communicated your intention 
of writing to Atlantic journals, although 
you had then said nothing here publicly. 
With this forbearance and moderation towards 
yourself, I was certainly surprised to receive 
through the Presbyterian of Philadelphia, a 
letter addressed to the Editors f the Pacific,” 
and strongly denunciatory of this paper, as 
well as of the citizens of San Francisco, in- 
cluding some entire churches without an ex- 
ception, and a large part of your own church. 
In replying to this letter I do so over my own 
signature, in part to avoid the circumlocution 
which -would otherwise in some cases be neces- 
sary; and also because I am willing to take 
the fullest personal responsibility concerning 
your charges and my reply. 

I must first review your reasons for writing 
your letter, for addressing it to the Pacific, 
and for doing so by way of Philadelphia. 

In the first place you say that I assume to 
speak for the Church of Christ,in an article 
entitled The Church and the Crisis“ And 
you say : “If you had confined your remarks to 
yourselves and to your own denomination,(N, 
S. Presbyterian) then, though grieved, I should 

dave kept silent.” Did I not speak correctly 
of the position of the Church of Christ in this 
State, upon local matters? or have I no right 
to represent how other churches stand? You 
can scarcely say the latter; and therefore 
must infer that you intend to convey at the 
East the impression that I misrepresent other 
denominations, and your own in particular, 
the Old School Presbyterian Church. Besides 
a single Methodist clergyman, who from the 
Interior of this State protested sgainst the po 
sition of his denominational organ, upon the 
subject, I have pot yet heard of but one minis- 
ter in this State, who is not a friend to 
the movements of the Vigilance Committee, 
and be is a respectable elergyman upon an out- 
post of this city, whose views only partially oo- 
incide with your own. ~ 

All over the State as well.as here the minis 
ters of various denominations preached upon 
the subject, and called upon their people to up 
hold by their sympathy, and by their arms if 
need be, their brethren of this city in an al- 
most desperate struggle against the tyranny of 
leagued corruption, that had siezed and beld in 
its own hands the only means of constitutional 
redress, the ballot box; that mocked at at 
tempts for peaceful reform,’ and ran riot in the 
very halls of justice. And to these ministers 
the people said Amon; and such was the oo 
viction of necessity, such has been the temper 
of the work, such have been its results that not 
one of these ministers has suffered in any way 
in the eyes or the hearts of the holiest men in 
the bounds of this State. I have fortified my- 
self with figures, which “ will not lic.” The

It was truly an impressive sight, when men 
whose voices tremble with deepest, truest emo- 
tion in the prayer meeting, and whose lives are 
stainless, were seen lifting weapons and enter- 
ing the drill room, nightly, to defend our city 
against vile hordes, armed to continue the 


read the echo to this spirit from the venerable 
editors of the Boston Congreg tionalist tbat had 

they been here they would have shouldered the 
musket too. Our Methodist pastors, mos! excel- 
lent men, did unite with the Committee. I accept 
the responsibility which you throw upon the 
religious press; and if it had any peculiar in- 
fluence in the crisis, it must have been because 

there had been some savor of piety about it to 

give it such ; though it abound not in the cant 
of pietists who talk religion but exhibit not its 
spirit. The religious press has its civil rela- 

tions; and these this press will endeavor to 
meet always in the spirit of christian boldness, 

endurance and fidelity. That other papers may 

have quoted the religious press to encourage a 

licentious demand in the work of the Commit- 

tee, throws on us no more responsibility for all 

they may have said, than falls upon Dr. Scott 
because he is quoted as authority, by those 

who were the apologisis for corruption and 

murder, and who, Nero-like, invoked the incen- 

diary to lay this fair city in ashes. 

The impression which your next reason for 
addressing us conveys, is, that having been a 
contributor by request, to our columns, you are 
called upon to give your dissent, and your rea- 
sons for it. But did not this reason apply as 
well when you really ceased to contribute to 
the Pacific, and from another cause? And might 
you not then with the same propriety, have 
written to me by way of Philadelphia, that 
having ceased to contribute to the Pacific, on 
account of certain articles about Kansas, you 
felt obliged to express thus publicly, and at the 
Fast, your dissent, and the reason for it? You 
cannot bave forgotten that a correspondence 
was exchanged between myself and one who 
was high in your confidence, and who repre- 
serited that he showed to you my letter, in the 
course of which correspondence, he informs me 
that “the real reason of Dr. Scott's discontin- 
uance of communications, is to be found in cer- 
tain editorials, which have lately appeared in 
your paper ;” referring to some calm and tem- 
perate, yet strong remonstrances against the 
course of the present administration in attempt- 
ing to enforce, by the power of the arms of the 
United States, a set of territorial laws the 
most infamous that were ever published in a 
civilized country, and passed by a legislature 
usurping authority through armed aid and ruf- 
fianism. This is the position, and these the 
sentiments, which in private you have de- 
nounced as “sectional” and “fanatical.” Nei- 
ther your favor would check me, nor its loss in- 
timidate me from uttering my honest convic- 
tiens, born of thought and prayer ; convictions, 
I am thankful to feel, so shared by my fellow- 
citizens of this State, that I know not of a sin- 
gle subscriber who has forsaken the Pacific on 
account of your recommendation of a distant 
paper, whose sentiments you hoped would be 


Your next two reasons, are, for addressing 
the Pacific by way of Philadelphia. Itis that 
you wish to escape, so far as possible, from lo- 
cal prejudices, and momentary excitements ; 
you express the hope that by the time your letter 
reaches me,the day of reason will have returned. 
In other words, you hoped for a reaction 
which would render your sentiments as thus 
strongiy expressed, palatable in the communi- 
ty, by the time that they should get around. 
Did you not know who were the men, whose 
deep convictions undertook this matter? 
Knowledge of this should have better taught 
you. Revolutions have their birth in the 
hearts, and not in the heads of men. And 
this was born io the hearts of nearly an entire 
city, whose members so far consented in this 
work as to achieve a full victory without a 
a blow. Not the slightest reaction has taken 
place, but all the contrary; and you are as 
much disappointed to-day as was Senator 
Weller, who also failed to “discern the signs of 
the times.” It is not my part to judge of your 
duty more than yours to judge of mine; yet 
I cannot resist the impression, that if you 
really believed that your people were engaged 
in a work which, with your construction, was 
nothing less than treason and murder, it was 
your duty to stand up and plead with them 
against such crimes, with tearful face and sup- 
pliant voice: more solicitous for your flock 
here, than for your good name there; and to 
have done this with your usual definiteness, 
though you reduced your congregation to the 
dimensions of the Herald. Would not your 
people have been better pleased with this, than 
with an attempt partly to convince them in 
this indirect manner, and partly to justify 
yourself in the eyes of the world, at the ex- 
pense of “a generous people?” To go no 
farther back, and to avoid repeating what I 
may criticise you upon, your comparing your- 
self, in the storm that your letter has raised 
around you, to the Nazarene,—I remember 
how Jonathan Edwards, at Northampton, 
waited for no storm to go by ; but breasted its 
height, in his strong convictions, though the 
crested wave bore him from the place that 
now honors itself by even this association with 
his sainted name. Believing as you did, how 
you could have escaped from the duty more 
than Jonah from Ninevah, without guilt, I 
cannot see. Such sins as you now charge, were 
certainly fit subjects of pulpit notice. It was 
never a wrong time to reason and plead with 
your people in the sprit of Christ: is it ever 
a right time to denounce your flock and your 
brethren in the name of Chrst ? 

Your last reason tor publishing is, that you 
had “ endeavored to follow the Savior’s rule in 
regard to an offending brother,” and addressed 
private letters to the principal editor of the 
Pacific. Those letters were kindly, though 
strongly, written. My only objection to them 
was the assumption, without argument, that 


and the seoretary of the commition 1 80 vot Of any Sentiment published in 


the Pacific, of which any man who ever gave 
a dollar to establish it, otherwise than as a 
subs¢ription, would disapprove. This paper is 
not built, so far as I know, on any funds of the 
friends of ballot-box stuffing and lawless usur- 
pation, either in Kansas or California. And 
never may such funds find it patronage or 
trammel its free utterance. As to its columns 
calling “ for blood,” I must respectfully deny 
that anything can be addueed bearing, without 
perversion, the sense which those words would 
naturally convey. Thus much concerning your 
reasons for writing. I cannot give you the 
benefit of having written in defence, for so far 
as I know, you were the first clergyman to 
think of writing to the East; and you were 
not then misrepresented, unless saying that you 
were opposed to the Committee, and that in 
this you stand alone, were misrepresentation. 

Having thus noticed your reasons for writ- 
ing, I come now to your treatment of the 
subject. 

1. You say that you hope I am mistaken 
and chat you do not stand “alone.” By this 
time, dear sir, none can be more aware than 
yourself that, in this thing you do stand “ ab 
solutely alone.” If approving the existence 
and work of the Committee be bowing the 
knee to Baal, I fear yon cannot find “ seven 
thousand” men in all this great State who 


‘have stood apright. And what is most strict- 


ly true the proportion is smaller, far smaller 
in the Church of Christ” than it is in any 
other body or class of men. Whatever may 
be your inference I pledge you this fact 

2. You ask, “are you, gentlemen, correct 
when you assign the Church the van of great 
revolutions? Is it really a part of our holy 
religion to contravene our established laws 
and courts of justice?” And again “we are 
commanded to ohey our rulers, even when they 
are as wicked as Caligula or Nero,” If this, 
your theological argument, proves anything, it 
seems to me to prove altogether too much. 
“ Whosoever resisteth the power resisteth the 
ordinance of God.” In passages of this kind 
I conceive that God aims only at the conserv- 
ation of goverument, by giving his sanction to 
it; aod not that he intends to support the 
throne of tyrants by enjoining unconditional 
obedience. Indeed the pen of inspiration it- 
self has given exceptions and absolved subjects 
from the duty of obedience where human com- 
mands oppose the divine. Not then in every 
case is implicit obedience to be rendered. Be- 
cause the kingdom of Christ isa kingdom of 
peace it does not follow that Christians are to 
tke no part in those revolutiors which con- 
sist in wresting back from the governing pow- 


ers rights long witbheld : those bistorical devel- 


opments of government out of which come the 
recognition of persoval rights. It is a mission 
of our religion to break the prisoner’s chains. 


It is u part of the work of Jesus to bring re- 


lease to captives and to break the yoke of 
tyranny. The Bible itself is a battle axe 
thundering at the gates of impious rulers. 
I do venture to claim, in the name of that 
religion which ! makes a man’s foes to be of his 
own household,” that it sets its followers 
against every oppression, every grinding of 
the poor, every perversion of judgment. It is 
a religion of anomalies. It is joy and peace; 
and yet it comes “not to bring peace on the 
earth, but a sword.” It informs men of their 
rights and arms them to maintain them. I do 
claim that, of right, as well as in fact the 
church belongs in “the van of great revola- 
tions.“ It was right for the of England's 
stormy times, by force, to wrest the magna- 
charta from their king, and to fight for consti- 
tutional liberty for mankind, overturning 
thrones and dynasties that were in their way, 
until they made England one of the freest 
lands upon the face of theearth. It was right 
for our fathers, too, to empurple the snows of 
New England with their blood in the long 
contest which they waged in the name of the 
“God of Battles.” I need not remind you of 
the part which the church in these, the 
“ great revolutions” of the world. 1 need not 
remind you of the praying camp of Cromwell, 
and the pslams of David, heard when “ the 
stern lay was lifted up.” And need I remind 
you of the piety which sustained the armies 
of the American revolution? These things 
belong to a history thus rendered almost sa- 
cred. Does not your argument that the bible 
teaches us to obey rulers, though they be as 
wicked as Caligula or Nero, cast blame upon 
the men of whom Iam speaking? Though a 
man of peace, I have not so learned the whole 
word of God. 

3. Again, you ask, “Are you not mistaken, 
in calling this work of God,’ a great revolu- 
tion? I suppose that because it is a local 
matter, confined to a city instead of covering a 
kingdom or continent, it is not the less entitled 
to be called a revolution, if the same principles 
are involved which distinguish revolutions. I 
do not understand that every revolution pri- 
marily aims at the incorporating of new recog- 
nitions and fundamental laws, io constitutions. 
Even in the time of Charles I., there was not 


‘so much complaint of the constitution, as of 


the perfidy of the monarch whom “ no constitu- 
tion could bind.” And, especially, in the de- 
thronement of James II., the act was justified 
upon the ground of the dogma which then 
came forward into prominence, that the King 
had violated his part of the obligations implied 
in the “ social compact.” In either case, it was 
a resumption of power on account of bad faith 
in the ruler. In our late movement, power was 
for a time “usurped,” with popular consent, 
from the hands of men who had basely betrayed 
the interests of the people, and who themselves 
were believed to be usurpers through ballot- 
box stuffing; and this temporary usurpation 
was by a body of men who could have had no sel- 
fish end to attain, and who were most perfectly 
amenable to the people, whose confidence was 
their only protection against punishment for 
technical infraction of law. No State author. 
ity was usurped. It was the moral sentiment 
of the State that put down Governor Johnson's 
proclamation; else what could this one city have 
done conquering her own enemies, and at the 
same time the State? It was one of the grandest 
triumphs of priueiple of which I have heard, 
when, not a gun was lifted in the mountains, 
but at the mere fiat of the people pronouncing 
in favor of the Committee, the few that had 
been found to arm, were forced to disband. It 
was the falling to the ground like dead men, of 
the conscious enemies of the State before the 
voice of the popular conscience. It was a tri- 
umph worth half our troubles to behold, aud 
another evidence of the self-adjusting power of 
popular institutions, where the people have in- 
telligence and conscience. : 

In applying the term “revolution” here, I am 
obliged to anticipate a reply to your citation of 
a decision in the Court of the United 
States, in regard to the troubles in Rhode 
Island, that in our country “s revolution by 


force is impossible.” This decision supposes 


that the constitutional remedy was applicable. 
Your own statement of the case shows this. 
Never until now, 1 believe, has the constita- 
tional remedy for disorders in our government 
been closed in the same manner as here. A 
new crime has arisen, a crime withou ta name, 
aod without a parallel, in its enormity. I do 
not hesitate to say that the ballot box stuffer 
should be hanged. Besides, as a universal 
proposition, I do not bélieve in the above 
decision. No country is beyond the.reach of 


revolutions until perfection is attained, both in | 


é 


The case which you quote was one in which | 
a minority governed a majority, and might 
continue to do so forever, without a revolution. 
And here a small minority of office-purcbasers | 
and those who with patent ballot-boxes con- 
trolled and sold offices, have ruled this city. 
The criminal elected the Sheriff for a price, 
and the Sheriff was bound to free him in turn, 
though he became a murderer. What chance 
of relief except the very one the people follow- 
ed? Go to the polls? but there were files of 
raffians outside; and inside Casey and other 
legal inspectors of the electiou, playing their 
hocus pocus over the box, and laughing at the 
crowd who had taken so much pains to vote. 
Go to the jail, and you find this man now a 
murderer, bis victim dying, but he in his cell 
met with congratulations. Go to the court- 
room, and you have the Cora case 
What shall break it up? Nothing, I verily | 
believe, but force: nothing else under the 
power of heaven. So the people thought. It 
was the deep, universal, abiding conviction of | 
the people. And it may be supposed that | 
your own church were as capable of judging of | 
these things calmly, truly and without bias, as 
were those classes of which the Herald is the 
spokesman. 
4. But you ask “What is this ‘work of God?’ ” 
and summon visions of cruelty dark as the in- 
quisition. It is not claimed that a single crim- | 
inal received beyond his deserts, nor that a 
fair and careful trial was not accorded, and 
that in each of the few cases of death the facts 
were not clear beyond any cavil, save that of a 
San Francisco Court-room. In any uprising 
of the people the technical rights of a minori- 
ty are invaded, as in the causes leading to such, 
the real rights of the majority long have suf - 
fered. You speak of armed men visiting “ the 
homes of our citizens in the dead hour of the 
night, and dragging husbands and fathers from 
their beds to dungeons, and banishing them 
from theircountry.” The only known instance 
answering to this description, is that of Cun- 
niogham, who with his wife, fired upon the 
officers that attempted to make the arrest. 

This Cunningham was theman who removed 
a corpse from a good coffin to a poor one in 
order to sell the former. And of him, it is 
said, that you cannot be ignorant of the fact 
of his guilt as a murderer iu New Orleans. 
When arrested, his only request was, that he | 
might not go through with the ordeal of a trial, 
but be summarily banished. Were it not bet- ; 
ter for us to turn our sympathies to the fami- 
lies of hundreds who have been murdered in 
cold blood, and their deaths unavenged rather 
than waste them upon the sufferings of such | 
scamps whose only punishment by the Com- 
mittee was banishment from the State? 

5. Youare surprised that I can find any 
analogy between “some mere local corrup- : 
tions in San Francisco, and the causes of the | 
English revolution of 1688, or the American 
revolution of 1776, or the war of Great Bri- 
tain in the days of Robert Hall.” Without 
intending any disparagement to the cause of 
our revolutionary fathers, I certainly think 
that the grievances under which they suffered 
from the Mother Country have no comparison 
with the wrongs which this people have suffer- 
ed from our own government. If they were 
taxed without representation, this people bas 
been taxed beyond all endurance to support 
the vices of men, and without protection in re- 
turn to life or property. 

And since, with such horror you protest 
against the violation of the letter, not the 
spirit of our laws, let me ask how your hor- 
orable mention in the pulpit of the members of 
a marauding expedition, a fillibustering compa- 
ny formed and sailing from our shores jn con- 
travention both of the letter and spirit of our 
laws, accords with this protestation. In your 
book on Daniel, the model opposer of a king- 
ly decree, I find the following passage : 


“ In our age the historian of Cuba does not 
say that the victims of some unfortunate at- 
tempt at revolution are bastinadoed &., but he 
does tell us that Orittenden and his brave,but ill- 
fated companions, who, like trae Kentuckians, 
would kneel to none but God, were slaughtered | 
by a file of soldiers with Spanish muskets, and | 
i a was put to death by the garote 
vil. 


Finally, I can see nothing less noble and 
less worthy of a blessing in arming against the 
internal foes and vampires of the city, if such 
times of necessity fall upon a city, than in arm. 
ing to fight our country’s battles, right or 
wrong, in Mexico. If the Committee in arms 
were wrong and traitors, then those other com- 
pavies, raised under the Goverpor’s proclama~ 
tion were right. To them you would have 
preached as recognized “volunteers.” And 
what a precious congregation you would have 
had on the morning after the surrender of the 
armories, had that company which was de- 
tained over night in the Committee Rooms 
been marched down to your Church! “ Aliens” 
indeed! I am told that this was the moet 
ragamufſin set that ever defiled along the pat- 
sage ways of a prison : the more decent among 
them covering their faces with their bands in 
shame to be found in such company and at 
such work. 

In the name then, of the people of this city, 
whose cause deserves a better defence, iu the 
name of the christiaus and the Church of 
Christ here, of which I am a most unworthy 
member and minister, I enter my humble, but 
solemn protest against your letter. My only 
wish is that you may share largely in the ben: - 
fits which I believe have been wrought—and 
that yon may long live an able, faithful, bon 
ored servant of the Redeemer.

Masses. Eprross— It is with the deepest 
and mortification that I have read 
editorial artieles since the beginning of the 
t most unhappy excitement in San 
isco, and especially your article of the 
12th June, “The Church and the Crisis.” 
The article is in the style and manner follow- 
— 
0 “THE CHURCH AND THE CRISIS. 
“One of the most marked features of the 
t movement in this State is the unanim- 
ley with which the clergy have approved of 
it, and the churches have in it. With 
scarcely a single exception in the whole State, 


the pastors have approved of the action of the 


Committee. Most of them have on 

the subject. ‘They have len 

to go forward in the reform, as the work of 
igi work of God. 

It is not a new thing for the Church to be 
found in the van of great revolutions. Its 
mission is one for human rights, and the good 
of mankind. Who does not know that that 
eloquent preacher, Robert Hall, delivered one 
of bis most sublime discourses to a company of 
volunteers going to fight in the defence of the 
hberties of their country? Who does not 
know that, in the American Revolution, Jona- 
than Edwards, the most seraphic spirit of the 
age, preached and prayed in behalf of the 
Revolution? Who not remember that 
Dwight preached to ‘companies of armed 
volunteers, and animated to in 
their holy work? The case is no wise 
when the enemies of popular rights are inter- 
nal instead of external, and when all constita- 
tional means have failed of subduing them. 

“The Church throughout the State is with 
this movement. It is a part of her religion to 
make pure the body politic. It is a part of 
her religion to maiotain, though at danger 
and cost, the freedom of speech, and the sa- 
credness of native rights, 

inst every usurper, w it be a king, 
oF the „mean robber of the ballot. 
box. It is an object with the enemies of this 
movement, to misrepresent the position of the 
Church. They have not attempted it, save in 
a single instance, unworthy of notice. Of all 
the ministers of this State, we know of only 
one or two who have not expressed them 
selves favorable to the action of the Com- 
mittee; and nearly every one of these has 
reached upon the subject.

they have done. There has been much more 
about the Committee, and in favor of over- 
turning our constitutional laws, by banishing 
and hanging some of our citizens, in the recent 
numbers of your so-called religious newspaper, 
than there has been of Christ and him cruci- 
fied. Now, it is not for me to attempt to con- 
trol your journal, nor to dictate what you shall 
publish or shall not publish; but I beg the 
rmission to say to you—First, that if you 
bad confined your remarks in behalf of the 
proceedings of the Vigilance Committee to 
yourselves, and to your own denomination, 
then, though grieved, I should have = silent. 
But you assume to speak for the Church of 
Christ, and again and again commit it and the 
ministers of the gospel, with only one or two 
exceptions, to the anomalous and lawless 
movements that have distracted our city for 
the last two months. And secondly, I address 
myself to you because, as editors, you are be- 
fore the world as public men, and as the con- 
ductors of a — religious paper, you 
are teachers of Obristianity ; and as leaders of 
the people and preachers of the gospel of Je- 
sus Christ, you have no small responsibility to 
share for urging on the people to contravene 
the established laws of the land. It is the 
opinion of some of the most intelligent men of 
this city, that the example of the ministers 
which you commend, and the cry of the press 
of the city for blood, have contributed greatly 
to our present disorganized state. The news- 
papers that have la most violently, and 
the loudest for the reign of lawlessness, 
have quoted the religious papers as sanctioning 
their course, and in support of the movement.

It is there while studying these great examples 
that the germs of patriotism will take 
root, and the knowledge and true value of a 
Citizen’s rights grow with the growth and 
strengthen with the strength of the rising gen- 
eration. 

The subject is trite, but it cannot be too 
often or too earnestly impressed upon the pub- 
lie mind to Educate the People to the highest 
attainable point. 

The Office of Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. 

This office is one of the most important in the 
State. Next to our laws to govern well, the 
present generation, nothing else is so important 
as our schools to educate the coming genera- 
tion. The school teachers should be held in 
honor as a band of law-makers, and in this 
State they are, perhaps, the superior body; 
combining more character, if they do not more 
intelligence. They ought as well to be titled 
Hon., if they fulfil their high mission well. But 
upon this whele body of men engaged in the 
educational work, the Superintendent can im- 
press himself; his own sentiments and enthu- 
siasm. He ought to be a man of education 
and refinement, a man of theory, and yet prac- 
tical, able to command the respect of the body 
of teachers throughout the State. 

The Superintendent has something more to 
do than toarrange the distribution of the State 
funds to schools, and receive the reports, and 
make hisown. It rests with him to create 
schools, to inaugurate a uniform and efficient 
system, to summon, and preside at conventions 
of teachers, and to visit the various schools of 
the State. The great interests of education, 
for which early provision was made, are en- 
trusted in a large measure to this officer. He 
ought to be selected independently of party 
politics. Men who value the great cause of 
the education of youth of the State, ought to 
inform themselves concerning the candidates 
for this office, and cast their votes accor- 


y. 
For the office, there are now some good can- 
didates in the field. We have a personal ac- 
quaintance with the nominees of both the Re- 
publican and Americun party. They are both 
of them, gentlemen conversant with schools, 
thorough-going men. If we may express a 
preference, it would be for Mr. Janes, the nom- 
inees upon the American ticket. He bas taken 
an active part in the organization of schools in 
this city, and is peculiarly qualified for the of- 
fice to which he is nominated, and would com- 
mand the respect of teachers anywhere.

School Matters. 
We are furnished by J. C. Pelton, Esq., 
Superintendent of Schools, with a copy of the 
following, made at the request of the Board of 


Education : 
San Francisco, Oct. ist, 1856. 
Gentlemen of the Board of Education: . 
your — of the 27th Septem- 
ber, instructing me to inform your honorable 
body of the amonnt of the monthly expenditure 
of the School Department, I beg to present the 
following amounts ordered paid during the cur~ 
rent month of September: 
Our present monthly expenses are— 
For Salaries 88,51 
For Rent of School Houses. . 925 
For ineidentalss . 806 


This is exclusive of fuel, which of course will 
be required during the rainy weather, and which 
will cost about $1,000. 

I beg further to state, that the official total as- 
sessment returns for present year amount to $30,- 
358,254. The total tax on the above amounts to 
$692,470. The portion of this (should the entire 
tax be collected) set apart to School Fund, will be 
$166,288 ; butthis we can by no means expect. 
Last year upon anassessment which was much 
of the tess than 75 

cent on the sum due on tax list was collected. 
Pthink we can not this year hope to realize from 
taxes more than $85,000 for the School Fund. To 
this add the probable amount of Stare School 
Fund apportioned to this county, say $15,000, 
which is more than ever bas been received, and 
we have as a total for school fund of present year, 
$100,000. In my opinion, we can by no means 
expect more then this. By the provisions of the 
Consolidation Bill, $5,000 for the redemption of 
School Bonds, and $1,200 for the interest on the 
same, are to be set apart from School Fund, which 
leaves us $90,800. 

‘She debt upon the Union street School House 
may also be paid from this Fund; the origina! of 
which was $7,000, but bearing interest at the rate 
of 3 per cent. per month from the time the debt 
ws incurred, May 29th, 1854 to Sept. 6th, 1856 
when judgment was obtained against the city and 
county, it uow amounts to $12,726 50-100. 

Tse sum of *7,000 is stil upon —— and 
should it not be paid before the expiration of the 
year, this claim will amount to 14,822, to which 
add costs of euit, and we have g15,000. It is 
very probabiy that this will have to be paid from 
the School Fund, and if so, we have but $72,- 
£00, which amount by no means compare fav- 
orably with the expenses of the Department up- 
on its present arrangements 

As before shown, to pay current expense and 
sustain the department for one year as at present 
organized, will require a fund of at least $125,000, 
and to this the amount named for redemption ot 
School Bonds with the interest thereon and debt 
referred to, and we will have the sum of $149,200, 
an amount greater by 850,000 than we can by any 
possibility expect to be placed at our disposal. 

These figures admonish us of the necessity of res 
trenchment in the expensesjof the department, 
from the previous statement of which, it will be 
seen, that a reduction should be immediately et- 
fected of at least 30 per cent. of present rates of 
expenditure. At your next meeting I shall be 
happy to make some suggestions, which I deem 
most important and most practicable for bringing 
the expense of the department witbin an amount, 
which we may reasonably hope to be able to need. 
This [think may be done without any detriment 
to the present efficieucy of our schools.
